TAKES UP BUSINESS.

Receives Reports From -Heads of 
Departments on Grett Topics---He 
— Adopted Lines of Guidance.

Theodore Roose- 
velt put in his first real business 


day as President of the United States 


today. He arrived at Washington from 
Canton this morning; went almost di- 
rectly to the White House and held a 
Cabinet meeting, at which he receivéd 
the reports of four Cabinet officers. 
The reports were from Secretary of 
State Hay, Secretary of the Treasury 
Gage, Secretary of War Root and 
Alty.-Gen. Knox. They were presented 
to the President at his request, and 
were for the purpose of enabling him 
to become familiar with the actual con- 

dition of the great business and gov- 

ernmmental problems that confront the 
government of the United States. 

The President several days ago asked 
all the Cabinet members to be ready 
to prevent reports upon the condition 
of public business, but only those four 
hod ant detailed reports to hand in. 
So well was the business of the gcv- 
ernment cared for under the adminis- 
tration of President McKinley that 
four out of eight Cabinet members had 
no important uncompleted business on 
hand at the time of his death. The re- 
ports today were solely for the pur- 
pose of allowing the President to be- 
come familiar with the things that are 
now pending before the departments of 
the government, and the entire Cab- 
inet meeting was given over to their 
discussion. 

Secretary Hay. for instance. laid be- 
fore the President all details of the 
negotiations for the new canal treaty 
to succeed the Cidyton-Bulwer treaty 
and take the piace that the rejected 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty was intended 
to take. Secretary Hay bad the pleas- 
ure of reporting that negotiations for 
this treaty are nearly completed with 
England. and by October or November, 
at the latest, the new treaty will be in 
Washington, all drawn up and ready 
for the signatures of the Secretary of 
State and the British Ambaseador. 

The Secretary of State also 


formally goitg on for reassembling the 
Canadian-Americen High Joint com- 
mitaion, which ie to try again to settle 
the disputes between Canada and the 
United States. Upon this point nothing 
definite has as yet developed, but there 
are strong hopes that the commission 
will assemble in early winter and set- 
tle ot least dome of the disputed points 
between the two countries. 

Secretary Root of the War Depart- 
ment reported to the President upon 
the gtate of affairs in the Philippines. 
Conditions there are perfectly satis- 
factory. The President was especially 
anxious to inform himself on the Phil- 
ippine problem because, within the 
next few weeks, he will have to write 
his annual message to Congress, and 
the question of civil government for 
the islands will certainly come up then. 
President McKinley was last year on 
the point of recommending the pas- 
sage by Congress of a bill giving civil 
government to the Philippines, but 
finally decided it would be better to 
wait until this winter, when the mem- 
bers of Congress would better under- 
stand the problem confronting them, 
and the pacification of the islands 
would have progressed further. So he 
asked Congress to allow the Taft Com-

rnment, and that was done 
with the understanding that Congress 
this Winter should deal with the mat- 
ter more fully. It is understood from 
Cabinet members that President 
Roosevelt today expressed himself as 
being of the same mind in this matter 
as President McKinley was a year ago: 
That the Philippines should be given a 
stable form of government and a meas- 
ure of the form of self-government at 
an early date. 

One of the most interesting discus- 
sions. that the new President had was 
with Secretary Gage about the finances 
of the country and the Russian tariff’ 
dispute. Secretary Gage reported that 
steps had been taken by the Treasury 
Department to prevent a business 
panic at the time of President McKin- 
ley’s death, and President Roosevelt 
fully approved of these steps, espe- 
cially the disbursement of public 
money in the purchase of bonds, which 
at one and the same time puts money 
into circulation, reduces the national 
debt by the cancellation of bonds, and 
reduces the government's interest pay- 
ments. These things were fully up- 
proved by President Roosevelt, and he 
gave assurances, as he had previously 
done, that he was in hearty sympathy 
with the reasonably closer relations 
between the government of the United 
States and the business community. 

Secretary Gage also made a detailed 
report to the President upon the tariff 
dispute between this country and Rus- 
eit. and the chances are for its earty 
settlement. This dispute, which is of 
vital interest to the business men of 
the United States, has been lost sight 
of in the exciting events of the past 
few days, but Mr. Gage reported that 
the misund ding is In a fair way 
for an early and satisfactory rettie- 
ment, owing to the better understand- 
ing of American affairs on the part of 
Russie and the realisation on the part

The literary life of the time of Hun- 
abeth was perhaps yet more striking 
from its resemblance to our own day. 
The third quarter of the sixteenth cen- 
tury was remarkable for the popular 
passion for fiction. From Italy had 
been imported the story in the form of 
the novella, and translations from 
Boccaccio and other Malian novelists 
were followed by numerous taleq of 
home origin. The famous collection of 
foreign stories called “Painter's Palace 
of Pleasure,” issued in 15€6, sets forth 
a bill of fare which might serve as an 
introduction to any modern collection 
of novels. It rays, among other things: 
“In these histories be depicted in 
lively colors the ugly shapes of inso-

INFLUENCE OF ITALIAN NOVELS. 

“Painter's Palace of Pleasure’ is 
notable for the number of plots it fur- 
nished to the Elizabethan dramatists, 
and it is amusing to see how the mor- 
alists of the day preceded those of 
three centuries later in protesting 
against the popular delight in these 
stories. Roger Ascham, in The Sc hole- 
master (1570.) declared: 

“There te the inchantments of Circe. 
brought out of Italy to mar men's 
manners in England; much by «xample 
of ill life, but more by precepts of fond 
books. . Commended by honest 
titles the sooner to corrupt honest man- 
ners; dedicated over-boldly to virtuous 


of spoil, 


and henorable pe es, the easier 
to beguile simple 4 innocent 
wits. .

books of godly learning. 

Throughout the whole latter half of 
the sixteenth century this quarrel 
egainst Italian works raged. All that 
in later days has been sald against 
French fiction was then said, and said 
with a vehemence characterietic of the 
frankness cf the age, egainst the cor- 
rupt novels of Italy. books were 
none the less popular; and, indeed, such 
is the weakness of humanity, perhaps 
the outcry ageimet them rather in- 
creased than diminished their vogue. 

Connected with the acclimating of 
foreign fiction is another point in 
which the pre-Shakespearegn time re- 
sembicd ours. The influence of Italian 
stories helped to bring women to a re- 
gard which they had never enjoyed in 
England before. A knowledge of the 
women of Italy of whom Vittoria Co- 
lonna, the friend and inepiration of 
Michael Angelo, is an admirable type. 
showed the way to a freer and nobier 
womanhood which the women of Fyg- 
land, led by the Queen, were hot slow 
to follow. They became for the time 
extremely well educated. “To ray 
how many gentlewomen and ladies 
there are that besides a sound know!l- 
edge of the Greek and latin 
are thereto no less skil'ful In t 
Spanish, Italian and French,” remarks 
an Elizabethan writer, it rests not in 
me.” That they were not pedants, 
however, is evident from the gayety 
of their day. English life was never so 
rich, never so full of all social refine- 
ments, as in this period when the 
women were so well educated. 

PROLIFIC IN POETRY. 

The pre-Shakesperean time resem- 
b the later period alto in the great 
nu of jyrical writers. There is not 
much reason to suppose that today 
anybedy reads cont poetry, 
and ‘f ; ublishers are to be believed no- 
body buys it, but as I said ina f 
paper, a great deal of verse is written. 
The point is not one upon which I 
should care to insist, but it is rather 
strikingly true that perhaps never be- 
fore in the history of English Mterature 
has so much fairly good verse 
produced as in the last twenty-five 
years. Little cf it has been marked by 
any high poetic fervor, but of the nu- 
merous lyrics of the early years of 
Elizabeth the same thing was true. 
Stripped of the historic interest, the 
poetry of the middle of the sixteenth 
century when one has taken out the 
best work of Wyatt and Surrey, will 
certainly no more than hold its own 
with that of recent times, and to my 
thinking hardly that. 

With all these likenesses and others 
which might be found, the latter half 
of the nineteenth century has been pre- 
paring for something, and one cannot 
but wonder whether the future is to 
follow the lines of Elizabethan litera- 
ture. The love of the American people 
for the stage has been more and more 
marked, and more and more it has in- 

reased. The fondness for pageants 
and shows has never been cultivated 
here as it was in the England of the 
Tudors, but the eagerness with which 
crowds will wal te the last stages of 
physical exhaustion for the poorest 
little scrap of a pa or a proces- 
sion indicates that only opportunity 
and not inclination has been lacking. 
Out of conditions such in many re- 
spects as we now have, the Elizabeth- 
ans developed a great dramatic litera- 
ture. It is not Impossible that had files 
been bottled up in the middie of the 
century just ended they might after 100" 
years of vinous repose awake to find 
the stage again held by a literature of 
power and imagination. 

GOOD TASTE WANTING. 


Against this is the lack of that pas- 
sion for beauty which so wonderfully 
distinguished the Elizabethan age. 
Ours is the time of utility, a time 
which regards chiefly the good that 
can be weighed and measured, worth 
of which the value may be set down in 
the cash account. Yet this tendency is 
more apparent than real. Since the 
Columbian Exposition I have had a 
new conception of the American char- 
acter. No man, it seems to me, can 
have studied the temper of the crowds 
of spectators then without being 
deeply impressed by the earnest desire 
manifested for whatever is best and 
highest. 

Even in the matter of taste we need 
not give ourselves wholly to despair. 
We are not conspicuous among the 
nations for modesty, yet we do our- 
selves something less than justice in so 
far as we abase ourselves on account 
of the love of the less-intellectual 
classes for the meretricious and the 
vulgar. The devotions of the ground- 
lings for horseplay and shallow, low 
fooling is perennial. Ben Jonson ir 
“The Staple of News,” makes Gossip 
Tattle remark: 

** husband, Timothy Tattle—God 
rest his poor roul!—was wont to say 
there was no play without a fool and 
a devil in it. He was for the devil still, 
God diess him! ‘The devil for his 
money,’ would he say, ‘I fain would see

He Was Clapped in t 
Hermosillo Jail. 


Tom Says it Was Simply Be- 
cause He Expressed 
His Sentiments. 


to this city from Hermosillo, the cap- 
ital of the State of Sonora, politics 
smell worse than ever down there. 

Thomas Deegan of Tucson, Ariz., a 
printer by trade, talked to a reporter 
of The Times yesterday, and stated 
that he had been requested by the 
poorer classes of Sonora, among whom 
he had visited, to come to Los An- 
gcles and try to have published a 
Statement of existing conditions in 
Mexico from their point of view. 

He claims that throughout Mexico 
there is a growing feeling among the 
people against the Diaz government, 
“aroused by the dictatorial policy of 
the President,” and that in Sonora t 
dissatisfaction has been brought to 
the danger point by forcing upon the 
State an unwelcome Governor. 

Deegan believes that the people of 
Sonora only. lack a leader to bring 
them to open revolt. 

“In Mexico there are two factions,” 
he explained, “the Club Verde, or 
people's party, and the Club Colo- 
rado, the government party. The 
government party is in control of the 
country, and has been for the twenty 
years that Diaz has ruled, holding its 
own by force. They run the country 
as they choose, or rather as Diaz 
chooses, and hold the people down 
with heavy taxation. Anyone who does 
not vote for officials chosen by the 
Colorados is sooner or later punished 
by having on extra tax placed on his 
businesa, and everything he possesses, 
while the well-to-do of the govern- 
ment club are favored in every way. 
Thus the people are forced through 
fear to uphold the men who are in of- 
fice. The present Goternor of Sonora, 
Isoval, is taxing the people until they 
are poor because they opposed his be- 
ing placed in office. 

“Mexico is not a republic at afl. The 
country claims a free press, but in 
reality it does not exist. A person 
who publishes anything against the 
government or its policy is punished. 
“I know that protests to the Presi- 
dent mailed from Hermosillo never 
reach the City of Mexico. Anything 
that contains criticiame of officials is 
taken from the mails. I mailed two let. 
ters from there, one to San Bernardino, 
here in California, and one to Tucson, 
giving a personal account of the wrongs 
had witnessed, and neither ever 
reached its destination. All mail from 
Hermosillo goes first to Nogales, on the 
northern border of Sonora. and then 
passes through El Paso south again. 
At Nogales it is searched. I this 
way the people can get no héaring. 
Ther want the facts known here in the 
United States, as they believe that the 
Colorado party will greatly fer any 
public sentiment that mav be aroused 
here *rainst the existing Mexican gov- 
ernment. 

„Northern Mexico is one of the rich- 
est mining and a@ricultural sections on 
the continent, but the people never get 
ahead. Oppression is the reason for 
this continued poverty.” 

Deegan claims to have visited Mexico 
for the purpose of acquainting himself 
with the condition of the people. He 
says thet he was thrown into jail at 
Hermosillo and fined $10 for remarks 
made on the street in which he con- 
demned the unjust policy of the gov- 
ernment. 

He explains that whenever a plaint 
from the peonle reaches the outside 
world their statements are at once em- 
phatically denied and explained oway 
by the party in power, and that the 
public at large usually believes the lat- 
ter. 

It may be that Mr. Deegan's term in 
jail and genercily inhospitable recep- 
tion in Hermorillo have something to 
do with his unfavorable tmpresrions of 
thot cection of Mexico. 
Certainly it is that Mr. Deegan 
eritictems will ea'l forth a sandstorm of 
rejoinders and ohturzatlons from the 
Hermosilians and Sonorans. Indeed, 
The Times has printed them already.

the North Beach pleasure wharf by a 
restaurant-keeper on the beach front, 
Sunday morning at 4:30 o'clock. To the 
few who saw him then and later in the 
day he said that he had come down 
from Los Angeles with $900, but when 
he was rescued this money was not on 
his person. 

Alexander is very loth to speak con- 
cerning the matter himself, but his 
story as related to two or three per- 
sons here is as follows: 

On Saturday afternoon he closed a 
deal in stocks in Los Angeles after 
banking hours, and so was obliged to 
carry the money with him. It was all 
in bills, and these he placed in his 
bankbook and secured that safely in 
his inside vest pocket. He drank con- 
siderable that night in company with a 
young man who is a personal friend. 
The next morning the two were to- 
gether, and the young man, wishing to 
eat breakfast, went into a restaurant 
on Spring street and left Alexander out- 
side. Alexander then came to Santa 
Monica without his friend, but cannot 
give a satisfactory account of his move- 
ments during the day. b 

On Monday the young man, having 
heard of Alexander's mishap, came to 
Santa Monica, and with him a lady, 
who is Alexander's cousin. They con- 
firmed the story that he had $900 in his 
possession. Of his movements just 
prior to his falling from the wharf, 
Alexender saye—and the story is cor- 
roborated—that at about 1 o'clock he 
entered Schneider's pool hall on Utah 
avenue, where a game of poker was in 
progress, and asked where he could get 
a drink. He was told that the saloons 
had closed, but that he could be accom- 
modated from a bottle of whisky 
which was on tap there. He took a 
drink and left. The next heard of him 
—— after he had been taken from the 
water. 

Those Who saw him in the poker 
room gay that his clothes were 
Sprinkled with sand as though he had 
been lying on the beach. There is no 
evidence to show that he had gambled 
at all, and there is little poss d lity 
that the money could have been lost 
while he was in the water. 

The local police force is working 
quietly on the case, but 80 far the 
money has not been recovered, nor 
any clue found to a possib'e miscreant.
